COMSTOCK MINING NEWH. 


Wind Against Our Millions—Drop Mining Soon 


to be Soaii—Mines of Gold Within Mines of 
Silvcr-The Bi« Yield Yet to be Seen: 


[Virginia Enterprise, April 79.] 


Never iii the history of the Corn- 


stock has there been a time when so 
much bullion was extracted as is be- 
ing taken out at present, yet we fi'xl 
that even at this time empty words 
are sufficient to count against all our 
millions in sold metal—wind ugainst 
worth. Not only are the productive 
mines yielding more abundantly than 
any mines on the lode have erer be- 
fore yielded, but the prospecting

CURRENT TOPICS. 


The demand upon the Treasury o: 


the United States for silver coin is 
daily increasing, evincing a vide 
spread anxiety among the people 
throughout the country for thin class 
of currency. 


The Republican Convention of Cal 


ifornia has been the first to declare 
for the double standard. This means 
that gold and silver, coined on an 
equation »s near as can be reached 
shall be legal tender for all amounts. 


The House Committee of Ways 


and Means take the ground that as 
tho bill concerning the Fitch jewels 
relates to revenue, it must originate 
in the House; they Trill therefore 
prepare a new bill. No opposition 
to the measure is expressed in the 
Committee. 


It is said to be the understanding 


at Washington, since the disagree- 
ment between England and the 
United States as to the proper inter- 
pretation of the extradition treaty, 
that it will be abrogated; in which 
case criminal* will not be delivered 
up by either country until a new 
xeaty is formed.

The bridge across the river.was 


yesterday crowded with loungers and 
those attracted thither by curiosity 
to watch the Truckee river. During 
the day almost every man, woman 
•ud child, in Reno, stood on the 
banks watching the immense volume 
of water as it came leaping down. 


This sudden' and' unexpected rise 


in the Truckee ia partially the result 
of the heavy rain • uight before last, 
and the influence of the melting 
snow on the mountains. The river 
has 
never before been 
so 
high 


so late in the season. 
Occasionally 


in the Winter time it has reached 
such a stage, though not often. For 
the past ten years, at this time of the 
year, it has never attained such pro- 
portions, resembling as it now does a 
young Mississippi. Oat in Eastern 
Nevada the Humboldt has overflown 
its banks, but the Humboldt is no 
such a stream as the Truckee, and 
there can be 110 comparison between 
the two.

done some damage, and is liable to 
do a great deal more. 


We do not know the extent of the 


damage West of Verdi, but at that 
place John P. Fonlks is a large suf- 
ferer. His logs have all been floated 
off, and ware seen going past here 
yesterday. 
Many of his, or some 


other man's, were taken out at this 
point, for all day long many persons 
were engaged in this kind of work, 
and two teams were kept at work 
pulling them away. 
It ie estimated 


that over 1,000 saw logs have gone 
down the river. We learn that the 
Truckee 
Meadows has also 
suf- 


fered, 
and there 
was a rumor 


last night that the Glendale bridge 
had been taken np and carried away. 
H. M. Frost's garden was washed 
away, and Mr. E istman told us last 
evening that the water was "backing 
np" over many places. 
The Reno 


bridge is atill safe, though one pier 
has been bent by the logs striking 
against it. 
There is danger that the 


bridge may be carried off. 
The V. 


& T. bridge is too strong a structure 
to be easily injured. Other damage, 
not yet reported, will probably be 
learned of in the next twenty-four 
hours. 
Should the river continue 


on rising as rapidly there is no tell- 
ing what the end will be.
